A POST-OFFICE LOTTERY. 


A Rocky Mountain Swindle—Tickets 
Sola, but No Drawings Had. 
| Washington Special to ‘Cincinnati Gazette. ] 

For something ove? agveek past, charges of 
a very serious charactef against Gov. Hoyt, of 
Wvoming, have been given circulation through 
the Cheyenne Leader, a newspaper edited 
and owned by the postmaster of the place, 
Iierman Glafcke. The charges receive no 
credit whatever, either the Interior De- 
partment or at the Post-office Department, 
where Glafcke’s conduct has been for some 
' time under investigation.. Whiie nothing has 
been heard direct from Gov. Hoyt or his im- 
mediate friends, the charges here are attribu- 
ted to the fact that Glafeke and 
Spates, the Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory, bave been themselves charged before 
the department, and much evidence bas been 
filed to sustain the charges, with being con- 
cerned in one of the most corrupt lotteries 
which the Post-oftice Department. in its war 
upon these swindling institutions, has as yet 
discovered. The theory here is, in regard to 
the charges against Gov. Heyt, thas Glafcke 
and his partners, hearing that they were likely 
to be exposed to the department, and taking 
it for granted that the honest oflicers of the 
Territory had interested themselves in expos- 
ing their ‘‘Great Western Distribution Com- 
pany,’’ as this lottery was called, have cone 
cocted and published these gross charges 
against the Governor, for the purpose of 
destroying his influence in Washington. 

The papers before the department go 
show that Glafcke owned one-fifth of the lot- 
tery business, that he did its private and con- 
fidential printing in his newspaper oflice, aud 
that he managed to evade the directions of the 
Post-office Department in regard to retaining 
the letters of lottery companies, andin various 
other ways put his Post-office at the disposal 
of the lottery concern. It also appears that 
this was alottery, in which no tickets were 
sold in the region of Cheyenne, but 
were distributed over the country to 
very distant points where the Grand Dts- 
tribution Company was advertised. The de- 
partment has letters substantiating these gen- 
eral charges from some of the most respecta- 
ble citizens of Cheyenne. Glafcke has not as 

et been removed, as a formal investication of 
bis case is taking place under the direction of 
a special agent, and as soon as this report is 
received, he will doubtless cease to be an of- 
ficer of the Post-office Department.

rents. He strongly opposed its sale, 
and introduced testimouy for the 


purpose of showing that its sale at the pres- 
ent time would be injudicious. The natural 
disposition of Mr. Alexander seems to be to 
keep the unfortunate and in some cases 
swindled policy-holders of the Columbia and 
the other defunct life insurance companies 
out of their money as long as possible, and to 
bandie as much of it as possible himself. 
Judge Thayer.rendered a decision in the mat- 
ter this morning which completely upsets 


Mr. Alexander by ordering the sale 
of the building. It is one of the 
most valuable pieces of property in the 


city, and its sale will be an important event. 
The building is said to have cost $800,000, 
but it was putup about ten years ago, when 
building material was much higher than it 
isnow. It has been appraised at $600,000, 
but itis doubtful if it will bring that much 
when it comes to be sold at public auction. 
— following is Judge Thayer’s opinion in 
ull: 


THE JUDGE’S OPINION. 

Now atthis day the motion of Theo. W. 
Heman,: receiver of the Atlas, De Soto 
and Missouri Mutual Life Insurance com- 

anies, praying forthe sale of the insurance 
Culiaiod and premises situated at the north- 
west corner of Sixth and Locust streets in the 
city of St. Louis, coming on for hearing, the 
same is submitted to the Court, and due con- 
sideration being had thereon; and it appear- 
ing tothe Courtthat said Theo.

Atthe present time the transportation fa- 
cilities between St. Louis and New Orleans 
are represented in the main by three barge 
lines, the Mississippi Vatley Transportation 
Company, With forty-two barges, the Bab- 
bage Company with fifteen, the Mound City 
Company with six. Almostall the grain that 


goes dewn the _ river’ travels’ on 
these keels, and, as a consejluence, 
there is not the strong movement 


down the river which there should be. A 
number of far-seeing merchants and business 
men of St. Louis hare determined at last to 
put adequate transportation on the river, and 
acompany has been formed and energetic 
measures are being followed with that end in 
view. Since his railroad purchasas, Jay 
Gould’s name has been associated 
with a number of Western 
prises, and a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
has been assured on excellent authority that 
heis the most prominent capitalist in this 
new venture.

THE LIFE ASSOCIATION. 


A New Point in Law Settied by the Cir- 
cuit Court. | 


the Columbia Life Insurance Company,against 
the Life Association of America, Judge 
Thayer rendered his decision this morning on 
a motion made to quash the stire facias made 
by Mr. Relfe, Superjutendent of Insurance 
and Receiver of the Life Association. The 
motion to quash Was made on the grgund that 
the late decree dissolving the Life Association 
operated to abate all suits pendingJagainst the 
corporation. In his opinion theJudge re- 
marks that ‘‘the law is well settled that the 
dissolution of a corporation either by the vol- 


untary surrender of its charter and the 
acceptance thereof by the State 
or by judicial decree has the 


effect of putting an end to all pending actions 
against the corporation, unless some special 
provision for the further prosecution of such 
suits has been mage by the statuie.” But 
attention is called to asection of the new in- 
surance law passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, which says: ‘*Upon the rendi- 
tion of afinal judgment dissolving « company 
or declaring it insolvent, all the assets of suc 

company shull restin*fee simple * * * * 
in the Superintendent.’’ Aud that the Super- 
intendent ‘may also in his own name, as such 
Superintendent, maintain and defend all ac- 
tions in the courts of this or any other State 


relative to such company and its 
assets, liabilities and business.” ’ 
The Judge concludes that 


this section clearly autherizes actions that 
may be pending against a corporation at the 
date of its cissolution to be continued and 
prosecuted against the Superintendent of In- 
surance as the representative of the corpora- 
tion.’’ On this ground the metion to quash 
was denied. which will have the effect of per- 
mitting all actions begun ksgainst the Life 
Association before its dissolution to be con- 
tinued against Superintendent Relfe. 


BOUND FOR KANSAS, 


Two Large Parties of Exodusters On 
Their Way to the Promised Land. 


Eight families of negro exodusters, of an 
average of ten souls each, arrived at the Re- 
lay Depot, East St. Louis, lastnight, on the 
Cairo Short Line. They took apartments in 
the gentlemen’s waiting-room df the depot, 


crowd of youngsters and lay down on the 
benches. They remained there all night, and 
after waking up in the morning, start- 
ed in to break their fast, which work 


old and young continued throughout the day 
munching cakes, pies and cheese, with which 
their baskets were packed. Oneof the most 
intelligent of the men was approached and 
said, in answer to a question concerning their 
destination, ‘‘We’re going to Southern Kan- 
sas. There are about eight families in this 
crowd. We can® from Tensas [arish, 
Louisiana. Our agents started for Kansas last 
summerand secured the landsfor us. We 
are going to occupy them now.’’ 

The mothers experienced considerable difil- 


culty in keeping their children together 
afier their arrival in East St. uis. 
Several of the young boys nder 


twelve years started out in different direc- 
tions and said’that they could make out for 
themselves. The Deputy Marshals brought 
the boys back, and it was only after the nu- 
merous registering of vows that they would 
whale the lifg out of them if 
they ventured off again that they con- 
tented themselves with remaining quiescent. 
This party came up 4 the river to Cairo and 
then took the cars to East St. Louis. Taney 
leave to-night for Kansas. 

A large party of about 135 persons passed 
through the city last evening. They were 
from Carroll Parish, Louisiana, and were on 
their way to the same part of Kansas.
